On October 13, 1993, Dr. Michael 


Smith won a Nobel Prize in chemistry. 


The prize recognized Dr. Smith’s breakthrough contribu- 
tions to genetic research — research that played a signif- 


icant role in launching today’s biotechnology revolution. 


The Michael Smith Awards commemorate the spirit of 
generosity demonstrated by this great Canadian scientist. 
The award honours people who make an outstanding 
contribution in promoting a better understanding of 
science, beyond the boundaries of the 


traditional education system. 


THE AWARDS 


The Michael Smith Awards honour 
individuals and organizations who make an 
outstanding contribution to the promotion of 

science in Canada, through activities encouraging popular 
interest or developing science abilities. Up to five awards 


will be available each year.

THE REWARDS 


Individual winners will receive a personal award of 
$5,000. Winning organizations will be awarded $10,000 
to further science promotion activities. Winners will also 


receive a medal bearing Dr. Smith’s likeness. 


WHO CAN BE NOMINATED? 


Any individual, organization or company in Canada 
may be nominated for the award. Nominees should 

be people who have made a successful and sustained 
effort to encourage public interest and understanding 
of science and engineering, working beyond the formal 


education system. 


WHAT DOES IT TAKE TO WIN A 
MICHAEL SMITH AWARD? 


The Michael Smith Awards focus on people and groups 
who take science outside the regular school system, to 
reach people in all walks of life. The Awards Committee 
will be looking for sustained and significant effort to 
inspire public understanding and develop abilities in 
science and engineering. Beyond this basic requirement, 


there’s lots of room for innovation. 


Committee members will consider factors such as the 
program’s impact and duration — what effect has the 
activity had on its intended audience and for how long? 
They will also take into account the originality of a 
program, within a particular region or community. 
Finally, they’ll look at a project’s scope: how many 
people does the program reach? What science and 


engineering content does it cover? 


WHAT IS THE NOMINATION 
PROCESS? 


Anyone with direct knowledge of an individual’s contri- 
butions promoting science and engineering can nominate 
that individual for a Michael Smith Award. Individuals 


and groups can even nominate themselves. 


To nominate a candidate for the Michael Smith 
Award, simply fill in the form provided in this 
package or on the Michael Smith Web site at 


www.nserc.ca/michaelsmith-e, and send it to the 


Michael Smith Awards Committee. The submission 
must also include a brief description of the nominee’s 
sclence promotion activities (three pages maximum), 
three letters of recommendation (one page each) and 
supporting documentation (four pages maximum). 
Nominators must send an original and three copies of 
each document. Submissions and support material become 


the property of NSERC and will not be returned.
